CHICAGO SMOKERS TALK ABOUT THROWING CAUTION TO THE WIND, LIGHTING UP IN THE OPEN

If you walk around enough in this city it’s hap- 
pened to you: You’re padding down a sidewalk 
on Milwaukee Avenue, earbuds in, just mind- 
ing your own business, when the pungent smell 
of pot fills your nostrils. Y)u turn on a dime just 
to see who is the bold soul puffing in public. 

While there’s no data to suggest smoking 
weed in public is on the rise, many people are 
doing it. A decline in cigarette smoking com- 
bined with the harsher marijuana on the mar- 
ket these days may just make it more notice- 
able. 

Attitudes, too, have changed with many 
states across the country decriminalizing the 
drug. In Illinois, medical marijuana is legal— 
with the first depositories opening up late last 
year— but recreational use is not. 

A recent New Y)rk Times article about this 


very issue noted that some New Yorkers felt 
“more secure” these days about lighting up in 
public. 

Andrew, a 35-year-old Bucktown resident 
who first got busted for smoking pot in pub- 
lic at age 12, said the attitude toward using the 
drug in public depends on the neighborhood, 
but he believes the overall attitude toward pot 
use has changed in recent years. 

“The stigma of marijuana is kind of going 
away,” said Andrew, who said he’s able to bal- 
ance his pot-smoking with a busy work sched- 
ule. “It’s not like some lazy stoner. People are 
starting to realize that pot isn’t bad for you, or 
that I’m not just going to sit on the couch all 
day I smoke all day and I go work out. It’s not 
people with some hippie shirt on and watching 
cartoons all day” 

Despite the threat of a fine, or even jail time, 


many recreational pot smokers say they do not 
fear smoking the drug in public. Those RedEye 
talked to for this article say they do not hold 
doctor-approved medical marijuana cards al- 
lowing them to use the drug for medicinal pur- 
poses. They also didn’t want their last names 
used for this story fearing retribution from an 
employer or that they’d upset their families. 

Andrew says he regularly walks around 
Bucktown, Logan Square and Wicker Park 
smoking marijuana from a one-hitter. 

“When I’m walking past a bar and take a 
hit, people almost seem more offended by the 
cigarette smokers,” Andrew said. 

Kathleen Kane-Willis, director of the Illi- 
nois Consortium on Drug Policy at Roosevelt 
University said there are no statistics that 
show more people have gotten bolder about 
smoking pot in public. 


However, Zach, a 23-year-old Humboldt 
Park resident and bar back, says he smokes 
marijuana on busy sidewalks regularly and has 
never been stopped by police. 

“I’m totally cool with smoking weed in pub- 
lic at this point. ... And when you are a white 
guy you don’t fear it,” Zach said. “I’ll take a 
hit from a one-hitter outside of work in front 
of cops, and I’ve never once been confronted 
about it.” 

In 2012, Chicago granted police officers 
the power to decide if somebody carrying less 
than 15 grams of marijuana should be ticketed 
or arrested— a move that has been much criti- 
cized by those noting a discrepancy in the rate 
whites are ticketed compared with blacks and 
Hispanics. 

According to Illinois Consortium on Drug 
Policy data, the mostly black communities on

A 25-year-old man was shot to death inside 
a Hyatt Regency hotel at McCormick Place 
in the South Loop early Saturday, police said. 
Courtney Taylor, of the 1600 block of South 
Paulina Street, was in a group of several men 
during a birthday party in the hotel lobby 
when a male attacker pulled out a gun and 
fired shots, police said. Taylor suffered multiple 
gunshot wounds, according to the Cook 
County medical examiner’s office. He was 
pronounced dead at the scene. No one was in 
custody as of Sunday afternoon.

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6 THINGS THE CUBS MUST DO BEFORE SPRING TRAINING

It may be the offseason, but the Cubs still 
have a massive to-do list to address before 
spring training. Pitchers and catchers report 
Feb. 19, so the end to another harsh Chicago 
winter will be here before you know it. 

“We’ve got a lot on our plate at the mo- 
ment,” Crane Kenney Cubs president of busi- 
ness operations, said at the recent Cubs Con- 
vention. Let’s break down the winter agenda 
for the North Siders. 

1. Embrace the role of 
World Series favorites 

Usually, archrival St. Louis is the hunted in the 
NL Central. Not in 2016. Sports betting web- 
site Bovada gives the Cubs 6-1 odds to win the 
World Series, tops in MLB. 

“We’re not sneaking up on anybody” cur- 
rent Cub and former Cardinals outfielder Ja- 
son Heyward said. “The odds are going to be 
against every other team that comes in here, 
and that’s what’s fun about baseball.” 

2. Integrate the new players 

The Cubs retain their stellar young nucleus 
from a team that won 97 games last year and 
add Heyward, Ben Zobrist, Adam Warren 


and John Lackey Fans are especially fired up 
for Heyward and Lackey; both defected from 
St. Louis. Overall, the Cubs upgraded their 
pitching and plugged a few holes since bow- 
ing out of the postseason. 

3. Secure the Cy Young 
winner 

Last year the Cubs relived 1984, in a good 
way That year was the first to see three Cubs 
claim major National League awards. They 
achieved another trifecta in 2015, including 
Jake Arrieta’s Cy Young honor. The ace of all 
NL aces will now see a hefty pay raise via arbi- 
tration. Arrieta’s agent seeks $13 million while 
the Cubs pitched $7.5 million. 

“I know the spread seems big, but the filing 
numbers don’t always represent the offers,” 
Cubs president of baseball operations Theo 
Epstein said. “If we go to a hearing, we go to a 
hearing. We think he had a historic season; we 
think he deserves a huge raise.” 

4. Adjust to the Wrigley Field 
renovations 

The Cubs feel fans’ pain regarding Wrigley 
concourse congestion. They’re adding a west- 
ern gate to alleviate the logjam. Kenney re- 
cently updated the media on the 1060 Project, 


saying the clubhouse is on the verge of com- 
pletion. 

“The bleachers will be finished opening 
day” Kenney said. “There’s all sorts of struc- 
tural work that’s going which isn’t really sexy 
or fun, but it’s really necessary for the next 
round of improvements. It’s a little less dra- 
matic for the fans, {but} far more dramatic for 
the players in 2016.” 

Of course, we’ve heard “the bleachers will 
be finished by opening day” before, and it 
didn’t work out that way 2017 is the year that 
will be “dramatic” for fans. That’s when the 
ballpark hotel and party zone and entertain- 
ment areas are scheduled to open. 

5. Lock up the architects 

The contracts of both Epstein and general 
manager Jed Hoyer are up at the end of 2016. 
October was a testament to their rebuild- 
ing efforts. Sure, I’m being Captain Obvious 
here, but owner Tom Ricketts needs to keep 
this dynamic duo in town. 

“I see myself as staying in the exact same 
role for a very long time,” Epstein said. “I 
think Tom sees it the same way; we’re com- 
pletely on the same page. I imagine once my 
deal is done, Jed’s will follow in short order.” 


6. Make new fans feel 
welcome 

The recent Cubs Convention was the most 
electric in the event’s 31-year history 

“It’s been awesome, we haven’t seen a con- 
vention like this before,” Lackey said. “Y’all 
turned up for this deal, it’s been special.” 

As incessant erectile dysfunction pill adver- 
tising in October indicates, baseball is huge 
with baby boomers. However, this young, ex- 
citing Cubs team strikes a chord with Millen- 
nial, too. The upcoming season will feature a 
new way for anybody attached to their smart- 
phone to watch the team play 

“I’m finally pretty confident that we’re go- 
ing to have streaming in 2016, so that local 
games will be available on our mobile devices,” 
Kenney said. 

The final box to check on the Cubs to-do list 
is “Win World Series,” but we’ll revisit that in 
October. 

“We have a team that’s ready to roll into 
spring training,” Epstein said.
